1. WE PASSED SUBSTANCE OF REFTEL TO TICKET !. OF FCO ON 
JULY 3. HE WAS VERY PLEASED TO GET OUR POSITION AS HE 
WAS JUST APPROVING AN OUTGOING MESSAGE ON THE SAME 
SUBJECT TAKING THE POSITION THAT ANKARA IS THE BEST 
PLACE TO APPROACH TURKS. IN OUR PRESENCE HE ADDED FINAL 
SENTENCE INSTRUCTING UK EMBASSY ANKARA TO COORDINATE WITH 
OUR EMBASSY. 
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2. TICKELL'S ONLY PROBLEM WITH U.S. POSITION IS SUGGES- 
TION THAT UK SHOULD TAKE LEAD WITH FRG IN MAKING 
APPROACH TO TURKS. HE NOTED THAT UK RELATIONS WITH 
TURKEY ARE SENSITIVE BECAUSE OF UK INVOLVEMENT IN CYPRUS. 

THEREFORE UK WOULD ALSO PREFER TO SUPPORT RATHER THAN 
LEAD ALLIED EFFORT.
